Sabotage Reported As All 
Of Hitler's Europe Shakes to Reverberations 
of Allies' Africa Victory 


LONDON, May 13.— Reports from the continent said 
today revolt was racing in occupied Holland and had spread 
“like wildfire” across the border into Belgium, where there 
was a series of attacks on German troops, military establish­ 
ments and communications. 
Reverberations of the Allied victory in Africa were said 
to be shaking the whole of Hitler’s Europe. 
Accounts of sabotage, armed clashes and general re­ 
sistance poured in from Poland, Norway, Yugoslavia and 
I Greece, but the Dutch and Belgians appeared to be giving 
Nazi occupation forces the greatest trouble. 
There were indications in reports reaching here that 
the Germans were sending additional troops into the low 
j countries, but it was not clear whether this was in anticipa- 
i tion of an Allied invasion or to suppress rebellion.

ZONING OF LIQUOR 
IS TEMPORARY PLAN 


COLUMBUS. May 13.—State Li­ 
quor Director Don Fisher approves 
the retail liquor store zoning plan 
only as a necessary expedient, he 
disclosed today. 
He said the plan would be dis­ 
carded as soon as it had served its 
purpose. 
"The zone plan was inaugurated 
for two principal reasons,” the di­ 
rector said. 
"First, it was aimed at chain pur­ 
chases by 'stooges’ for establish­ 
ments selling liquor by the drink 
Zoning 
effectively 
p r e v e n t e d 
•stooges’ from buying bottles at a 
series of stores and drastically re­ 
duced one-bottle purchases for per­ 
mit holders. 
“Second, it was designed to facil- 


itate tlie package liquor rationing 
program. Not only is it acquaint­ 
ing people with their neighborhood 
store, but—and more important-- 
it will provide 
the 
department 
with a basis for allocating liquor 
to the stores. We shall know just 
how many qualified customers are 
to be served by each outlet.”

WASHINGTON, May 13.—A re­ 
vamped farm machinery production 
program raising food to a No. 1 
priority level with munitions and 
weapons is being formulated by the 
War Production board and food ad­ 
ministration. 
ThLs was disclosed today by M. 
Lee Marshall, deputy food admin­ 
istrator in charge of supplies, ma­ 
chinery, equipment, materials and 
facilities. 
Enough steel and other materials 
will be made available for farm 
machinery, beginning about July 1, 
to allow an output for 1944 crop use 
equivalent to about 80 per cent of 
1940 production. 
Manufacture 
of 
machinery for this year's crops was 
held to less than 40 per cent of 
the 1940 volume 
under 
a 
WPB 
allocations 
program 
which 
gave 
munitions priority over food pro­ 
duction supplies. 
Marshall said he expected details 
of the new machinery program to 
be announced soon so as to allow 
manufacturers ample time to ar­ 
range for a speedup in their op­ 
erations in July. 
The 1943 machinery supply has 
been described as one of the weaker 
links In the food production chain.

Davis said recently the supply of 
new machinery for 1943 was not
